Says Churchill 


Washington, May 14 —(/P)—Prime 


Minister Churchill, declared 
to- 


day he and his military experts 
had met with President Roosevelt 
to "plan well ahead of the Armies 
who arc moving swiftly forward," 
and indicated 
general offensive 


plans were in the making. 


"U is no good only having one 


march ahead laid out," he said in 
a broadcast to the British home 
guard on the third anniversary of 
its life, speaking by radio 
from 


the White House. 


"March after march must 
be 


planned as far as the human eye 
can sec. Design and forethought 
must be our guides and heralds. 


"We owe it to the fighting troops. 


We owe it to the vast communi- 
ties we arc lending out of the dark 
places; we owe it to heroic Rus- 
sia, to long tormented China; we 
owe it to 
the captive 
and 
en- 


slaved nations who beckon us on 
through their prison bars," 


Urging the home guard

our whole Home Front effort can 
be brought directly to bear on the 
business of production. 


And, 
in the long run, it means 


possibly an early end to the strang- 
ulation of many civilian lines 
of 


business. With the tapering off of 
plant construction for war there 
may be some casing of men and 
materials for civilian uses. 
Not 


that we should be overly optimistic 
on this point, for our war effort has 
not yet actually touched the enemy 
on the European continent—but we 
can begin to see light on the sub- 
ject. 
If not this year, then per- 


haps next year.

One of these, as military author- 


ities on the American east coast 
have repeatedly warned, would be 
a long range bombing attack 
on 


New York, Washington or 
some 


other city which his 
big planes 


might reach on a suicide mission. 
Even if it 
succeeded, 
however, 


such a raid could give the German 
High Command only temporary re- 
lief from his morale headaches and 
would gain no conceivable military 
advantage. 


Another possibility would be to 


try to stage a 
few 
extremely 


heavy raids on London as evidence 
the Luftwaffe still has the power to 
strike offensively and that the Brit- 
ish can be repaid in kind for tho 
heavy destruction which they and 
the American Air Force ars now 
pouring on Germany daily.

Enemy Loses 
2,000 Planes 
in North Africa

Allied Air Forces of North Africa 
destroyed approximately 2)000 en- 
emy planes while losing about 770 
in the six months and three days 
between the landings in 
French 


North Africa and the collapse of 
Axis resistance May 11. 


The War Department 
reported 


this today in a review of the spec- 
tacular part placed by the Allied 
team under Air Chief Marshal Sir 
Arthur W. Tedder. 


It said that in the first 11 days 


of May alone the score was 
300 


Axis planes destroyed against 49 
Allied aircraft lost, a ratio of 6 to 
1, and added that from May 7 — 
"the 
enemy 
air army 
literally 


danced to the Allies' tune, losing 
approximately 11 planes for every 
AUied plane brought down." 


This score, however, was "only 


a fragment of the air contribution 
to the North African 
campaign, 


the department 
continued, 
since

When the motor would not 
start, he used the starter for traction and pulled the truck 
300 yards over the crest of the ridge. Then he got the 
engine going and drove to the hospital. Hy that time he 
was feeling so refreshed he drove the truck back to the 
front for more wounded! 


FRIDAY, SEPTK.MHER 18-The rumor that rein- 


forcernents were cnrotite to Guadalcanal was substan- 


dated today when they arrived. Early this morning, a 
certain colonel told me: "I can't say anything more,'but 
I'd recommend that yon go for a walk on tliic beach." I 
went to the beach and saw warships, transports anil cargo 
vessels steaming into sight, All along the beach then, our 
weary veterans watched as new troops, thousands of them, 
boatload after boatload, swarmed ashore.

Hit by bit, they 
are building up their forces—even now, so soon after their 
second big attack has failed. Last night, for instance, the 
Jap shins which shelled us probably also landed their daily 
stint of troops.

We may have the forerunner of 


sensational developments in the re- 
ports that Holland and part of 
Belgium are seething with revolt 
against their 
Boche oppressors, 


and that patriot bands are spring- 
Ing into action from one end of the 
continent to the other. 


All the occupied 
countries 
of 


Europe, and some of the 
small 


satellites,* are 
somldcring 
volca- 


noes which need little to set them 
into violent eruption. Maybe 
the 


Dutch and Belgian movements are 
not enough to turn the trick — 
and we most certainly shouldn't be 
hasty in reaching conclusions — 
but there always is the possibility 
that the trouble may spread from 
them. 


Should civilian Europe suddenly 


rise against the Huns it would 
create an entirely new situation. 
Allied planes might go 
by 
the 


board almost overnight and have 
to be supplanted by new ones. 


Military tactics, grand or minor, 


depend on circumstances of 
the 


moment. The successful comman- 
der is the one who is quick to cap- 
italize any favorable development. 


Britain's 
Montgomery 
owes 


much of his fame to his ability to 
recognize opportunity and seize it. 
Rommel—defeated but still a mas- 
ter soldier — placed so much store 
by quick decisions that he 
went 


into battle in a tank with his troops. 


Sometimes circumstances 
are 


the outgrowth of deliberate plan- 
ning by a high command or a gen- 
eral. More 
often they 
are spon- 


taneous developments which have 
to be dealt with on the spur of the 
moment. 


Thus one can see that the re- 


ported revolt in Holland and Bel- 
gium might spread and create a 
situation that would compel 
not 


only Hitler but the Allies to later 
prepared plans. Mind you, I'm not 
predicting anything, 
because we 


haven't enough facts to go on, but 
even if the present revolt dies out, 
there still will remain the threat 
of a continent - w,ide upheaval at 
any time. 


The question 
uppermost in the 


minds of most military chiefs and 
observers is when will the Allies 
be able to invade France across 
the English channel. That's likely 
to be the decisive operation which 
will crush the life out of Hitler. 
Other invasions will contribute 
to 


victory, but the cross - channel 
drive, straight through the Boche 
strength, is held by a great many 
military men to be essential for the 
kill. • 


We don't know what the Allied 


High Command has in mind at this 
moment. Invasion across the chan- 
nel may be uppermost 
in 
its 


thoughts, or it may be far away. 
However, the point I'm driving at 
is that a widespread uprising 
in 
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direct Hope Star classified 
section. Ads cost very little 
. , . returns are high. 
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Europe might impel the Allied to 
strike quickly. 


All this is speculative, of course, 


but it's worth watching. Meantime 
the British and American bombing 
fleets are continuing to iron the 
Germans out in preparation for 
the coupe de grace. For instance, 
that Royal Air Force raid on Duisr 
burg — the heaviest ever carried 
out over Europe — likely in a few 
hours 
achieved 
the destruction 


which it would have taken a great 
land army weeks to have done. 


Every time we have a great raid 


like this, we get a jump nearer 
invasion. 


Command in 
Pacific Is 
Still Divided 


Allied Headquarters in Austral- 


ia, May 14 — (/P)— Command of the 
vast operations intended ultimate- 
ly to roll the Japanese back to Tok- 
yo remains divided, but in aspirit 
of perfect coordination, between 
Admiral William F. Halsey, Jr., 
and General Douglas Mac Arthur, 
a spokesman for the general said 
today. 


His comment was in response to 


questions 
concerning a 
dispatch 


from an advanced South Pacific 
base which disclosed the two high 
ranking officers ' had 
conferred 


here recently. 


(In the 
dispatch. 
Associated 


Press War 
Correspondent 
Leif 


Erickson quoted a spokesman for 
Admiral Halsey as explaining of- 
fensive 
and 
defensive 
moves 


against the Japanese in both the 
Southwest and South Pacific 
are 


in charge of General MacArthur, 
but that Halsey's 
South 
Pacific 


Naval force remained a part of the 
Pacific Fleet under Admiral Ches- 
ter W. Nimitz). 


Today the spokesman for Gen- 


eral MacArthur said the command 
situation was the same as it had 
been, two areas and two comman- 
ders — the Southwest Pacific un- 
der MacArthur, the South Pacific 
under Halsey. 


(A later dispatch from Erickson, 


however, quoted the South Pacific 
headquarters spokesman as reiter- 
ating MacArthur "has 
been 
and 


will be responsible for the South 
and Southwest Pacific theaters in 
joint oprations." 


(The dispatch 
explained 
that 


while this was the status of com- 
mand in the two areas, actually 
MacArthur has not yet 
directed 


any major operation in the South 
Pacific as he has been too much 
occupied in the 
Australia - New 


Guinea field and Halsey has had 
to act independently as 
circum- 


stances dictated. 


(The War Department in Wash- 


ington listed A u s t r a l i a , New 
Guinea, New Britain, New Ireland 
and the northern end of the Solo- 
mons in the 
Southwest 
Pacific 


command; the southern end of the 
Solomons and islands to the east 
such as New Caledonia, New Heb- 
rides, Fiji and New Zealand in the 
South Pacific command). 


The spokesman for General Mac- 


Arthur said he and Admiral Hal- 
sey are "kindred souls and under- 
stand each other perfectly." 


"One of the most marked fea- 


tures of the campaign in the last 
year involving the Southwest Pa- 
cific area and the South Pacific," 
the spokesman emphasized, "has 
been the complete cooperation and 
coordination effort between the re- 
spective commanders 
and 
their 


staffs. 


(Erickson's dispatch quoted the 


admiral's spokesman 
as 
saying 


Halsey's visit was in the nature of 
"paying his personal respects to 
the boss.") 


In touching upon the subject o£ 


divided command, one about which 
there has been a conspicuous lack 
of reference in this area in recent 
months, the spokesman for Gen- 
eral MacArthur assured 
"there 


need be no fear regarding united 
action between these two comman- 
ders if and when necessity arises."
